We don't know who actually lives there, hut believe 
this not to he an important point since you will use this passport only 
outside of Moscow. 

7. Tour place of employment is GSPI - the All-Union Design institute 
Vo. 10 (foraerly of the Ministry of Aviation Industry). It is located 
on Kutuzovskiy Prospekt 5-9, P.0. Box lAOl. 

8. BUTOV is liable to military service and we did not want to dream UP 
his Military history in order to fill out a vpyennyy hilet. Therefore, 
with this passport you can travel around the country ana registe r 
temporarily, But application for permanent residence could cause trouble 
on account of the military registration problem. We are preparing a 
second set of document, for you under a different name where you vill 
he not liable to military service for medical reasons and will have a 
document to this effect. With this set you will receive cachets with which 
vwiean deregister and disemploy yourself, and will have the possibility 
oar applying for permanent registration if that becomes necessary.
